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Values in Fiction 


By Heten E. Hatnes 


N_ 1938, American book production was 11,067 volumes (new titles and new 

editions). Fiction was, as usual, the largest individual class, with 1663 volumes, 

of which 1217 were new books and 446 new editions. Also as usual, books for 
hildren took second rank: 1041 titles, including both new books and new editions, 
without indication of the proportion of fiction, which unquestionably preponderates. 
History again held third place, as it has done for the last three years; sociology and 
economics were fourth; religion fifth; and poetry and drama came sixth in order, 
after having been third in 1936. Variations in order and volume of the different 
classes are evident in any year-to-year analysis of these statistics, and it is often 
pointed out that there has been a fairly continuous lessening in fiction production 
during the decade. The year 1930, for example, had a fiction output of 2103, or 
440 volumes more than in 1938, though the number of new novels (not new editions) 
was only 131 fewer in 1938 than in 1930, which seems to indicate that the decrease 
is more in reprints than in original publications. There will undoubtedly be minor 
variations in the record for the present year; but the point I wish to bring out is 
that more fiction is published than any other single kind of literature and more people 
read fiction than read books in any other specific class. 

This is one of the basic facts in public library service. Fiction represents virtually 
half the total volume of home circulation of books in American public libraries. 
Few libraries record less than a 48 or 50 percentage of fiction in their yearly statistics 
of circulation; in many the average percentage is from 51 to 60. And this predomi- 
nance of fiction in public demand on libraries has always been a problem to librarians. 
The less important aspects of that problem, it seems to me, have been emphasized; 
the more significant have been ignored. Fiction circulation has been reduced by 
reducing fiction-buying more drastically than expenditures in any other class. Per- 
centage of fiction in circulation statistics is omitted or disguised in many library 
reports. Increase in nonfiction use is increasingly regarded as the library’s chief 
claim to public support; and there is apparently a gradual diminution in the repre- 
sentation given to fiction in the various standard booklists and in many library 
bulletins and reading lists. In a word, while values, varied aspects of selection and 
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use, of books in biography, in history, in sociology, in most of the other fields of 
knowledge and information, are constantly emphasized in library school study, in 
work with readers, in reference service, in adult education relationships, very little 
thoughtful consideration is given to the particular kind of literature that interests 
the greatest number of readers and that exerts the strongest mass influence on the 
general public. This habit of ignoring or minimizing the many values, the varied 
opportunities for enrichment of mind and stimulation of intelligence, that are offered 
in public library service by the immense, vital, and diversified body of current fiction 
has long seemed to me one of the most serious derelictions in the librarians’ calendar 
of sin. 

The range of fiction today is as wide as the range of human interests; its standards 
of quality, its trends of influence, are as varied as are the gradations of individual 
tastes, the diversities of group mores. There is, in the mass, more effective work- 
manship than ever before; there is constant inventiveness, an emergence of new 
patterns, and a linking of fiction more and more closely to the social and political 
and ethical currents of life and thought in our immediate present. It is impossible 
within assigned limits to cast a birdseye glance over the whole field of fiction and 
note factual and psychological values that may be developed from even its thinner- 
soiled and apparently sterile regions. But I should like to consider briefly a few 
of the distinctive values inherent in the fiction of the day, that should be so fully 
recognized, so effectively availed of, as to make the public library’s fiction collection 
a justified source of pride and satisfaction, requiring no apologies and enlisting as 
ungrudging a support as is given to the supply of reading material in any other field. 
These are: (1) Values of social significance, (2) Values of informational background, 
(3) Values of reading relationship. 

These three values, of course, often merge or overlap. Some fiction holds them 
all: John Steinbeck’s Grapes of Wrath is the most striking immediate example of 
this; Louis Golding’s Mr. Emmanuel, and Ernst Harthern’s Home at Last have a 
similar inclusiveness. Other fiction may be stronger in one value than in another. 
Informational background and reading relationship are values common to most 
historical and regional fiction. Informational background is a value found in novels 
of many different types; it exists in a great deal of fiction that is dismissed as purely 
“literary” or trivial—as in the varied lore of philately disclosed in Robert Graves’s 
almost unregarded novel, The Antigua Stamp, or the highly specialized factual and 
technical detail found in much of the better crime-and-mystery fiction. Reading rela- 
tionship is a value of primary importance to librarians, by whom chiefly it must be 
discerned and developed. For it means a correlation of subjects, an extension of reading 
interest, that advances intelligence and enriches culture. It calls into play the librarian’s 
knowledge of books and understanding of people, and it breaks down the artificial 
dividing lines set up by library technics in the great republic of letters. 

Social significance is a pervading value in current fiction. Steinbeck’s Grapes of 
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Wrath has done more in six months to bring a crucial national problem to immediate 
public consciousness than all the economic treatises, public hearings, and legislative 
discussions of the last six years had accomplished. Its informational background is 
specific and basically authentic; its reading relationship links not only with its im- 
mediate congener, Carey McWilliams’ sociological exposition, Factories in the Field, 
but in illuminating correlation with Carleton Beals’s American Earth, Paul Sears’s 
Deserts on the March, and Stuart Chase’s Rich Land, Poor Land. ‘There is kindred 
social significance in The Stricklands, Edwin Lanham’s novel of tenant farmers and 
unionization in Oklahoma; in Wessel Smitter’s F.O.B. Detroit, powerful portrayal of 
mechanized mass industry, set against a Ford factory background; in Man’s Courage, 
Joseph Vogel’s moving study of officialism in relief routine. These novels, and many 
more, have vital reading relationship to basic books on social and economic problems. 

Certainly, all the literature that enlarges or clarifies our knowledge of the far-flung 
human tragedy now playing on the world stage has social significance. Fiction takes 
its own vital, influential place in this literature. Phyllis Bottome’s The Mortal Storm, 
Oscar Schisgall’s Swastika, Mary Borden’s Passport for a Girl, Louis Golding’s Mr. 
Emmanuel, Margaret Sothern’s Chosen Races, Ethel Vance’s Escape, belong beside 
the books of Roberts, Schumann, Nora Waln, Cahen, the Manns, and other current 
chroniclers of history-in-the-making. Pearl Buck’s The Patriot is a valid enlightening 
accompaniment to Gunther’s historical summary or MacNair’s scholarly analysis of 
Japanese-Chinese conflict. Harthern’s Home at Last portrays German-Jewish settlers 
in Palestine with a simple realism and breadth of view that makes it more salient 
than many erudite polemic expositions. 

Much current fiction without any special problem-theme is deeply tinged with 
social significance. I will mention only Di Donato’s Christ in Concrete, transmitting 
elemental living among Italian bricklayers and their families in New York’s tene- 
ments, with its peasant warmth of flesh and blood, its hardship, labor, violence, love, 
joy, suffering, death; Mary Renault’s Promise of Love, keenly perceptive of the 
attitude of modern intellectual youth toward crucial human relationships; The 
Hospital, in which Kenneth Fearing flashes a simultaneous time-slide of the intensified 
life within a great New York hospital—each of these utterly different and distinct, 
yet all setting reflections, interpretations, of human character and experience against 
sharply realized backgrounds that relate to a dozen fields of subject interest. 

Values of historical and regional fiction should be too obvious to need comment. 
Within the last half-dozen years our novelists have raised a structure of American 
history that in its full extent covers the ground from the early colonial period through 
the Revolution and the formative years of government, the whole pioneer era, with 
its ever-advancing frontiers, the Civil War and its aftermath, and the era of rising 
industrial power, of increasing social and economic problems. Necessarily, this 
structure is composed of many regional units. No single novel could conceivably 
achieve creative evocation of a nation’s whole life story. But in its extent, in the 
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careful research and personal knowledge of regional backgrounds that it represents, 
in its illumination of our national past and its many-faceted radiation into con- 
temporary experience, this body of fiction seems to me the most impressive achieve 
ment of present-day American literature. To mention specific titles would outrun 
my allotted space. I will only say that a gleaning of the fiction of the half-year, from 
January to June, yields more than forty distinctive American historical and regional 
novels, concerned with twenty different states and ranging from colonial times to 
the present. Whatever their variations in literary art, they represent practical, specific 
values that should give them a legitimate place as “materials of knowledge” in the 
library’s service to the reading public. Vardis Fisher’s recent novel of Mormon 
history, Children of God, for example, brings to the general reader a graphic, absorb- 
ing narrative of the strangest, most fantastic and melodramatic folk-epic of America’s 
pioneer past. It is fiction, of course, but it is also a piece of sound historical research, 
basically authentic, handled with sympathy and vigor. Like The Proselyte, the nove! 
in which five years ago Susan Ertz told a simpler, more tempered story of the 
Mormon pioneers, it is a genuine contribution to our understanding of this chapter 
of American history. 

There are many other values in fiction, less tangible than those I have indicated: 
values of emotional release, of emotional appeasement, of imaginative stimulus, of 
imaginative surrender, simple values of entertainment. As Somerset Maugham says: 
“Let no one think that entertainment is a cheap and shoddy thing, let him leave such 
a belief to the most vulgar and snobbish of the highbrows; entertainment is a form 
of pleasure and pleasure is in itself good.” These values exist in many of the current 
novels, of different types, that flow in a continuous stream through our public 
libraries, and on which some librarians look with indifference or annoyance. Of 
course there is worthlessness, triviality, inferiority, in fiction, as well as value. Its 
range is from the empyrean to the stubblefield and the swamp. It is one of the 
great realms of literature. And although official A.L.A. dictum has proclaimed that 
librarianship is not a literary pursuit, the ideals and aims of the library calling are 
still believed by some to link more closely to literature than to statistics. I would 
urge librarians in their work with people and books to know and apply the values 
that fiction offers; to treat it neither with pontifical disapproval or plaintive conde- 
scension; and to lift the taboo that sets the novel rigorously apart from the common 
subject-field—biographical, or historical, or social, or specialized—in which it may 
properly belong.
